A bill to problMtanjr pnblo ofBoar.sgsntor 
tervant of the Oovemment of tbe Ualtsd 
HUMS to hire or oontraet out the labor of 
prisoners eonlloed lor vlolatlag tbe laws ef 
tbe United Males. 

A MU M ptevent tbe eaployaseat of eon- 
viot or alMa labor epoa pebUe beUdlacs or 
other pnbUo wbfks, and In the praparatlon or 
maaafbetme of maUrials of pnblle bolldlnsa 
or otber pnbllo works. 

A bill lo prohibit tbe Importation of 
(orelgners nnder oontraet or agreement to 
perform lat>or in tbeUnlied Htatea. [Under thin 
bin Bachper»OD«arrlvinsln this country were 
reqalred to be sent back to tbe Natlous from 
wlilch they oanae. thoezpenae to be borne by 
tlie owuenof theveaeels that brongbt them.] 

At the session of Oongreae referred to 
the RepubUoan Senate agreed to two of 
these bills, vis : the one to incorporate 
Trades Union and the one referring to 
convict labor. The otbem were sup- 
pressed (by the Republleaa Senator re- 
member) and prevented from beoomlng 
laws at that time.

Th« latter phraae ii an ambiguooi 
and capable of such alaatio intt^rprptation 
tbat thers ia no wonder it haa gi^^n riae to 
uneaaineH in oertaia quarters. Of couraa 
llw FrwMh an im p toiqa b iy arouMd, for thay 
bad eoacralalataa ttawnMlvM tkat Klag 
Bnmbtrt and hte adTlam war* baartlly rfok 
of AbyMinia, and happy that tha amy bad 
gotten out of it, in not too indignifled a 
manner. Now the French jo<irnaIs are ex- 
hausting their vooabulary o( invective, and 
Italy is denounced as perfidious, as Albion 
was popularly dMiarad to baalnr fur a 
tions ago. 

It go*-* witliout Haying that the aatute gen- 
tleman so wpll ii('(]uainted with tlie motivts 
of political action see iu the latewt move the 
inspiration of Uerniany. It happened so 
soon after tho meeting of the emiicrors that 
it was evidently the result of the suggestion 
of William, con firmed by the acijuiesenoe 
of Alex*n(l!>r. The former wished to vex 
the Gallic soul through his ally. The lattiT was 
not unwilling to gratify hia imperinl su^'st, 
and show Europe by hia lndi'|«'iiili>iit atti- 
tude that any rumors of French |)re<lelic- 
tioni on bis part were baseless. M, Qoblet 
recapitulates history to prove the utter base- 
ness and illegality of Italy's cause in confis- 
cating such an indefinitely descrifHvl slice of 
Abyasinian territory, but hi.s protests will 
have no force at all against the combined 
promptings of Italian aiBbfttw Md Q«r- 
many's policy. 

Italy's doings may not be exactly in strict 
accordance with international comity, but 
Bignor Cristii would not have to delve very 
far into the archives of the past to find in- 
■tanoee of French treatment a< Itoly, lAlok 
will not be readily forgotten. 

As a result of the lapw of the Franco- 
Italian commercial treaty, the inhabitants 
of tha former country repreaent that their 
southern neighbors are on the verge of Na- 
tional bankruptcy, and there ia no donbt 
that considerable diatorbance has arisen 
from the auddan dtvergenoe of the old chan- 
nels of trade, but the French accounts are 
much exaggerated and may be regarded as 
the natural result of the present dislike to 
Italy and its people. 

But the French wrath is nothing to the 
eoMternation with which the Italian soldiery 
regard the decree which dooms another por- 
tion of them to the barbarous and pestilen- 
tial hole in which so many of their comrades 
yielded up their lives by dis e as e and the laat 
rufuga o( despair at their unhappy fate, 
tnicldo. OiBcers of influanoa are using all 
tiw means at their command, to aroid being 
among those to be sent to tiM draaded shores 
of tb« Red foa, and than ar» nnmarinKs 
aad threats of innibordlaatlon ia awm than 
OMrtgiiBant 

Berlin RocialUts. 
Berlin, Aug. "J.— A meeting of 3,000 So- 
cialists Tuesday was dissolved by the police, 
who arreste<l several perMoiis. The (govern- 
ment exercises the greatest discretion in 
dealing with the Socialists, and the press is 
muzzled completely so far as it might be dis- 
pose<l to make sensations of their operations, 
or of the repro-ssive measures taken i)y the 
government a>.^ainst them. It is deemed of 
the first importance that their principles 
should obtain the very niin imum of 
notoriety, for there is no doubt that lioth the 
middla and lower classes of Oermany are 
more widely indoctrinated with Bocialism 
than their repreaMtatton la tha Ntohatag 
would indicate. 

Tbay have only eleven repreaentatlves in 
tba present reichstag, although tbay cast 
tr4,l% vot«8, being an increase of 234,liK> 
tfaee 18H4. The National Liberals, now the 
tiroilgest party, has 104 representatives on a 
▼ote of 1,6m, 158. The LiberalUts, who are 
to be bat aUghtiy diatincniahod from the 
Booialiata in principle, poU a TOto of lM9,a09| 
and have thirty-one r e pc aaan tot lTifc Tha 
diaproportion of tne Socialist rapresaotation 
ja tha reichstag to the number of rotes they 
«Mt li an indication of bow ganerally they 
ftnaaate society. 

The fact that they have increased over 
jm-tlilrrt In three years is a menace to tba 
antocraey of the HohenaoUema The line 
twtween Anarchists and Soeialista ia very 
4i>tiiiotly drawn in Oermany. The latter 
aol'OQly disoountenance Anarchy and dyna- 
arila ploto, but would place the ownenUp 
flf all properties in the hands of goTaraoMat, 
■adao Miumodly make of the emperor a 
OMiraaliaolvto aovwreign than now. Beyond 
Ml^ bowavar, ia raoogniaed the ultimate aim 
of a popular administration, before which 
all wcial grades would be abolished. 

There are signs througboat Europe of un- 
aaaal aoMTity among Sooialista, of which 
Balglnm to tha center, which may be a result 
of a proapact of war, wbioh ia deemed favor- 
aUa to the growth of SooiaUun. Tha Na-
